PRESIDENT JOHNS MESSAGE MONDAY MORNING — 


Sacramento State College 
students will hear their first 
speech from the institution’s new 
president, Dr, Robert Johns, 
Monday morning in the Men’s 
Gym, 

Dr, Johns, the college’s sec- 
ond president in its 19-year-old 
history, will deliver his 10 a.m, 
convocation speech without a title, 
The new president succeeded Dr, 
Guy West who retired last fall. 

Dr, Johns comes to Sacra- 
mento State from the University 
of Montana where he served as 
president for the past three years, 
At Montana, he supervised a $13 
million building program and 
spearheaded the school’s first 
major curriculum revision in 20 


years and the development of a 
10-year master plan. 

A native of Ohio, Dr, Johns 
attended Westminster College 
and received his bachelor of sci- 
ence degree from Ohio State Uni- 
versity in 1942, He received his 
Ph.D. from Stanford University 
in 1949, 

He began his career in public 
higher education as a high school 
teacher in Pennsylvania, In 1946, 
following service as a U. S, Navy 
flying officer in World War Il, 
Johns was appointed assistant 
dean of students at the Universi- 
ty of Omaha in Nebraska, 

After completing doctoral 
study at Stanford, Dr, Johns was 
named administrative assistant 
to the president at Purdue Uni-

GIVING BLOOD 

Just what is involved in giving 
blood? After making the appoint- 
ment and appearing at the Biood 
Bank, the donor must complete 
a medical history, A medical ex- 
am follows during whicha copper 
sulfate test is taken, In this test 
a small quantity of blood is taken 
from the tip of the finger and is 
tested to see ifthe donor’s hemo- 
globin count is sufficiently high, 

PAINLESS 

The donor’s temperature is 
taken and then he gives a pint 
of blood, It is a nearly painless 
process which involves drawing 
the blood from the inside of the 
donor’s elbow, 

A person is limited to donat- 
ing one pint of blood every two 
months, Oase has donated five 
pints so far, He points out that if 
nothing else (in case they don’t 
accept the donor’s blood) the don- 
or receives a card listing his 
blood type.

Rev. DuBay to Speak on 
Religious Roles of Today 


‘‘New Roles for Organized 
Religion’? will be the topic of 
a Monday, Sept, 26, speech in 
the Little Theatre by Reverend 
William H, DuBay, progressive 
Roman Catholic priest who was 
suspended from the priesthood 
last February for voicing contro- 
versial views on race and church 
reform, 

Father DuBay’s talk, which is 
scheduled for 8 p.m., is first in

this semester’s series of Dis- 
tinguished Visitors Programs, 
These programs, which are free 


and open to the public, are ar- 





ranged by the Cultural Programs 
Committee, 

In 1964, Father DuBay first 
drew attention of church authori- 
ties when he wrote to Pope Paul 
VI, requesting that Cardinal 
James Melntyre, Archbishop of 
Los Angeles, be removed from 
office for his failure to provide 
leadership in the racial crisis, 
In March of this year, Father 
DuBay again incurred the disap- 
proval of church leaders when he 
published an iconoclastic book, 
“The Human Church,”’ 

Saturday Evening Post pub- 
lished his article, ‘‘We Must 
Reform the Church’, in its June 
4, 1966 issue. In his article, 
Father Lubay argues that the 
church must adjust to modern 
times, He advocated taking 
church property which is used 
for non-religious purposes, In 
February, Cardinal Mcintyre re- 
lieved Father DuBay of his 
priestly functions, He appealed 
to Rome for a final decision and 
went to Santa Monica to work 
with narcotics addicts in the 
Synanon Foundation there, He is 
currently awaiting word on his 
appeal, 

Father DuBay, born in Longs 
Beach in 1934, attended semi- 
naries in the Los Angeles area, 
receiving his B, A. from St, 
John’s Major Seminary, Cam- 
arillo, in 1956, Upon his ordina- 
tion in 1960, he was assigned 
to various parishes in the Los 
Angeles area.

One of the most gratifying experiences for any over-seas 
student is his stay in a typical American home, 

All over the world human nature seems t prevail in certain 
natural patterns, such as friendship, hospitality, welcome, etc,, to 
name only a few of the congenial complexities of man’s behaviour, 

Like foreien-aid American hospitality is overflowing with 
generosity, warmth, affection and sincerity, To the newly arrived 
student anyone would sympathize with him and the culture -shock 
he receives, especially if the neophyte scholar was under the de- 
lusion that the U, S, A, was ipso facto the Hollywood Movie —Exposes. 
This unfortunately is a general misconception many an alien enter- 
tains until he or she arrives and begins to scramble downtown or 
baby-sits for the Jones in suburbia, 

One of the delights, chief and foremost, is the transition from 
home and loved ones to the States and strangers whit h is a very sub- 
tle and tenuous affair, The newly arrived student sleeps, dines and 
relaxes in a typical American home of a world-conscious hostess who 
is often chic, charming and elegant, I can rec all with sweet nostalgia 
my own experiences in the cozy and elegant homes of Mmes, Dothy 
and Cohn. 

That friendship cannot be bought but rather be made through per- 
sonal contacts appears to be very valid in the case of the over-seas 
students and American Host-families, That generally Americans are 
wonderful people is only brought home to tho strangers by close con- 
tacts rather than by sitting at the U. N. or by purely business associ- 
ation, 

Sacramento is so far playing a very amiable role in orienting 
alien students into the American way of life, Such an enterprise exacts 
all my hearty praise and sincere approbation, However, there must 
be a genuine and sincere understanding between guests and hosts so 
that no uncomfortable situations may develop, Channels of commemica - 
tions must be worked out so that maximum re sults are obtained, | 
remember the case of a Moslem student who was unfortunately served 
pork-chops. He relished the meat immensely but did not find out until 
after the desert that the meat was pork and to boot it was not ‘hal 
lal’, He grieved silently for the rest of his stay. But accidents and 
4 little erring will occur; after all, it’s comprehended, So foreign- 
students do not be much offended! Moreover, the hostesses are not 
electronic interpreters who are able at will to discern the tastes and 
moods of aliens, 

I say a big “bravo” for the Host-families, and I do look forward 
to seeing the cordial system continue and grow by leaps and bounds; so 
that American house-wives can be proud to be private members of 
the I. U. C, — International Understanding Corps, which is an ef- 
fective and invisible sister institution to the Peace Corps, 
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American Veterans Commit- 
tee has released a summary of 
benefits available under the new- 
ly signed GI Bill. 

Following is the summary re- 
leased by AVC, 

An eligibile veteran is one who 
has been on active duty for more 
than 180 days since January 31, 
1955, or has aservice-connected 
disability, The Veterans’ Admin- 
istration will issue Certificates 
of Eligibility to those qualified. 

An eligible veteran is entitled 
to- 

EDUCATION BENEFITS 
A veteran can get a monthly 


allowance of $100 or more while 


he is a full time student at an ap- 
proved educational institution— 
high school, business school, col- 
lege, or graduate school. For 
each month of active duty service, 
he is entitled to a month of train- 
ing, up to 36 months, to be com 
pleted within eight vears from 
i966, or his discharge date if lat- 
er. Active duty servicemen with 
more than two years’ service can 
get tuition costs paid for taking 
off-duty courses. 

Home and farm purchases will

be aided by the Government's 
guarantee of repayment to the 
veteran’s lender, In purchasing a 
home, a veteran can obtain a 
guarantee of up to 60 per cent 
of the loan, up to $7,500, Direct 
loans can be made to the veteran 
where private credit is not avail- 
able. 

Veterans preference rights 
are extended to help in getting 
and keeping Federal Government 
jobs. Job counseling and employ- 
ment placement services are 
available from the Department 
of Labor. Service connection of 
disabilities is made easier, Care 
at a Veterans’ Administration 
hospital is made possible.

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Inabnit Comes to SSC with Johns as Vice Pres. 


Darrell J. Inabnit is the ad- 
ministrative vice president of 
Sacramento State College. He 
accepted the position in August 
and took office in September. 

Inabnit and Dr. Robert Johns 
SSC President, have worked to- 
gether since 1954. Inabnit was 
Deputy to Dr. Johns as Director 
of the U.S, Armed Forces Insti- 
tute in Madison, Wisconsin. 

Inabnit served Subsequently as 
the director of the Institute from 
1958 to 1961. At the University 
of Miami in Coral Gables, 
Florida, he was dean of admiss- 
ions and director of institutional 
research from 1961 to 1964. He 
came to the University of Mon- 
tana in August, 1964. 

The new Vice President holds 
two masters degrees and a doc- 
torate in medical bacteriology 
from the University of Minnes- 
ota. 

Inabnit was studying to become 
a doctor when World War Il 
interrupted his work. He became 
a flier in the Army Air Corps 
which later became the Air 
Force, After seven years in the 
service he retired with the rank 
of Major. 

Since then he has worked for 
the government for seven years 
and traveled extensively in that 


capacity. 
His medical major came into 
play later. He taught biology 


and chemistry in Colorado at 
the high school level and then 


taught psychology and social 
foundations at the University of 
Illinois. 


Dr. Inabnit’s duties are still 
being worked out. Two depart- 
ment heads not previously under 
the Vice President are the News 
Bureau Manager and the Dean of 
Students. 

The role of the administra- 
tive vice president is to hear 
the grievances of those depart- 
ments under him and to read 
the many directives sent to the 
Sacramento State College Admin- 


istrative department. He then 
briefs the president on major 
points. 


Inabnit has long favored Cal- 
ifornia and particularly the area 
covering the Sacramento Valley 
to the San Francisco bay area. 
He believes that the students of 
the Sacramento area are of a 
higher quality than those he has 
previously known, He sees Sac- 
ramento State College students 
as more mature, sophisticated, 
and sincere and he hopes that 
the quality of their depertments 
remains as high as it has been

Under conditions like these, it is completely unrealistic to expect 

the better young athletes to choose Sacramento State as the school 
they will attend for the next four years, Sure, the varsity athletes do 
get one unit of credit for their efforts, and the school letter award if 
they have done the job, But let’s face it, neither is enough to make SS¢ 
a better choice for the young athlete than the University of the Pacific 
or some other school, 

What this is all leading up to is the point that school and confer - 
ence officials by now should have come to the realization that the 
present system is regressive, not progressive, and that some changes 
should be made in a hurry. 

Three areas which need attention come to my mind at the moment, 

First, and most basic, is the SSC athletic prograim itself, 
Our program functions, basically, like a large high school, A 
I said, we need to offer more opportunity for the athlete to devel - 
op his full potential, We already have a fine coaching staff, 
That much is taken care of, 

Now, we need to give the coaches the facilities and funds with 
which to operate, But even more important than the facilities is 
the training program itself, 

SSC needs a college-type training program. This meansa carefully 
regulated diet for the athletes, This means having a training table for 
the athletes, a place where they are all fed good, wholesome, basic 
meals, In order to develop his full potential, an athlete must condition 
himself properly, A very important part of conditioning is diet. 

We also need a program which more carefully regulates the sleep- 
ing and study habits of athletes because naturally, the primary reason 
for going to school is to learn, and this must always come first. 

Finally, we come to the F WC itself, For years now, the conference 
has operated like the Ivy League of the West, No conference schools 
are allowed to give athletic scholarships, 

For this reason, many of the Sacramento area’s finest ath- 
letes are passing up Sacramento State and heading for other 
schools, If we are to survive in the world of athletics, we must 
be able to compete vith other schools’ athletic programs, This 
means the awarding of athletic scholarships, This, of course, | 
is not to say that we ought to put every big, dumb ox whocomes | 
down the road through school on a scholarship, just because he 
can play football, 

What it does mean is that there is no logical reason why we shouldn’t 
be able to help an athlete through school, provided he has demonstrated | 
good academic abilities as well as his athletic prowess, For some | 
athletes, and especially those with personal financial problems, this | 
ean spell the difference between being able to compete in athletics and | 
having to spend all of their time working to get through school, 

Obviously, the good athletes who have financial problems are not | 
going to be too interested in a program like the one we presently have. 

If FWC athletics are ever going to be improved, athletic scholar - 
ships are going to have to be permitted, 

Of course, these are but a few of the many changes which need to 
be made in athletics on the Hornet campus, But they are a beginning. 
The time to begin is now, 

Whether these, and other things come to pass is not im-my hands— 
but, at least I’ve seen my first college president,

Dr. Johns had a few inter- 
esting observations on fraterni- 
ties in an interview last week. 
Said Dr. Johns, ‘‘the first thing 
fraternities have to learn is what 
they’refor. They’re a brotherhood 
not a gang of boys living in the 
same house.”’ Stressing that stu- 
dents are so much busier today, 
both on and off campus, the new 
college president said fraterm- 
ties have to have something to of- 
fer. “I seeauseful place for fra- 
ternities providing they're prop- 
erly run and properly organized. 
Interestingly, he sees the need of 
a trend back to the local fra- 
ternity. 

Mr. Clifford Sivil, head of the 
campus security police, feels that 
the large increase in traffic vol- 
ume is attributable to the large 
enrollment. The campus gen- 
darmes were understandably un- 
prepared for the influx of so 
many cars, Sivil states he has 
supplemented the standard force 
with three additional men while 
the city police are handling the 
arm waving in front of the school. 

Sivil also says the peak was 
reached Wednesday morning 
around 11;00, He estimates that 
there were 4,500 cars on cam- 
pus Wednesday, 4,200 Mwaday, 
and 3,900 Tuesday. 

And finally, University of 
Michigan researchers conducted 
tests to ascertain the effects of 
uric acid (the chem:cal which 
causes, among other things, gout) 
on the human emotions. The re- 
searchers found generally high- 
er levels of uric acid inthe blood 
of faculty members who have the 
greatest drive, leadership abili- 
ties, and achievement.
